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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The communications dated 1 0/24/06 fails to 
place the instant application in a favorable condition for allowance for the following rationales: First, pertaining the nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejections of claims 42-44, Applicant just merely states "Applicant will file a terminal disclaimer (if 
appropriate) once allance subject matter has been recognize by the Office". Such statement will not overcome the rejection, but filing a 
terminal disclaimer. In the Remarks of the outstanding response filed 10/24/06, pages 17-18, with regard to the 102(e) rejection base on 
Kim, Applicants disagree with the Examiner's interpretation of Kim to anticipate the claimed limitation of "repeatting, by the host controller, 
the first transaction at at second time between the host controller and the hub". The disagreement has been noted. However, the 
argument is not persuasive and the Examiner asserts the Kim's interpretation, as clearly pointed out in the Office Action, is just. In 
addition, on page 20 of the response filed 10/24/06, Applicants comment or attack the Wooten and Bayramoglu reference singly in a 
103(a) rejection.
